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I come before yon tonight, not »« 
a teacher of righteousness, not as one 
who has any authority, hut as a friend 
who wishes you well, one who baa been 
a few yean longer on the path of life 
than moat of you, who went out upon 
it with bis eyes open, and ■ who claims 
to have seen below the upper crust of 
society i and for these reasons he reels 
disposed to stale briefly, among other 
things, a few poluts in tlie problem of 
life. 

Holmes hue said 'Life in hut the edge 
of the boundltBs ocean of existence, 
where it comes tipou sound lugs.' 

Many persons seeui lu think that 
pleasure- ts the ureal end of life, and 
try to measure the success of their 
live* by the amount of enjoyment they 
can crowd into it. I'oor fools! They 
have not yet learned what pleasure ta. 
■I naked myself,' says Thomas Carlyle, 
'what is this that, ever since thy earli- 
est years, thou hast bee u fretting and 
fuming, lamenting and tormenting 
thyself on account of r la it not be. 
cause thou art not happy f foolish 
soul! What act of Legislature was 
there that thou shoitldst be happy ? A 
little while ago, thou hadst no right to 
be at ail. Man cau do without happi- 
ness,, and, instead thereof, mid blessed- 
ness, Was it not to preach forth this 
same higher law that sages and mar- 
tyrs, the poet and the priest, iu itli 
times, have suffered and apokeu V 
The same gifted man further said, 'It 
Is only with renunciation, that life. 
properly speaking, cau be said to begin.' 
Nu one wilt dispute these truisms, 
but still men clamor for their rights, 
In the same breath with which they 
say. 'it is more blessed to give than to 
receive.' Yet miserable indeed must 
he be, who has never felt the thrill of 
joy which comes from acts of self de- 
nial- 
He who starts out in life with pure 
motives and the good of others aa his 
aim, strange as li may seem, must gird 
himself lo meet disappointment and 
contumely, Christ was buffeted and 
spit upon, and 1 sometimes doubt if He 
would be much better treated, were he 
to come today, in like manner; and 
shall the 'servant* expect better treat- 
ment than the 'Master V Nay, verily 
no man who tries lo do his duly God- 
learlugly in this world, need expect to 
Uud a cup of uumingled sweetness, but 
the gall and wuriuwood of bitterness 
comes when one you took to he your 
friend rises up against you with, 'Who 
made you a ruler and judge over me 'i" 
As I may never have the opportunity 
of addressing some of you again, I have 
a desire to say a few words in regard lo 
what may be considered my pecutlar- 
It lea . Y our friends I ta ve per haps o f ten 
said to you that they could sympathise 
with you, kuowiug from their own ex- 
perience how it was in youth. Now 1 
know of no such thing. 1 have no rec- 
ollection of a time when my duty to 
God and my fellow men wtu> less plain 
than It is tonight; and I regard this 
doctrine that young people must be al- 
lowed to sow their 'wild oftta,' as being 
fable ils any doctrine can be. Christ 
said, 'Except ye become as little child, 
reu, elc,' and there is not one of you 
but has heard of examples of self-sacri- 
fice on the part of children. It is my 
settled belief that if the devil once gets 
into the heart be will slay there till 
death unless eradicated, uud that he 
will not surrender without a struggle. 
These parents say, 'We will trust iu 
God,' and the children must do so too 
for lie knows that they will receive 
but little help from their parents. So 
I. would advise parents lo beware of 
the 'little Coxes' that spoil the 'tender 
vines,' for every youthful prank unre- 
proved may bring a woeful heartpang 
in the future, and 1 believe that three- 
fourths of the vice and misery of this 
world comes from mismanagement of 
children. 

Again, 1 have been a passionate lover 
o( books from my earliest recollection, 
aud am not able to sympathize with 
any one, however young, who neglects 
his opportunities at school, for bis ball, 
or even for 'coasting' or fishing. In 
like manner, the greatest sorrow of my 
life was that for seven years, when I 
most desired education, 1 was almost 
entirely deprived of the privilege of 
schools. It was but another example 
illustrating the poet's strain : 
'The treasure- trove, the gifts we ask of 

fate 
Come far apart, come mildewed, come 
loo late.* 
Unt who can wonder that I lose 


patience, If I offer to share tMi much- 
prized boon with my neighbor, and be 
laughs In my face. One other peculiar- 
ity, and I am done with this part or my 
subject. 1 have never had a friend so 
dearthat I could lovehls faults; yea, 
more than this. [,have never had a 
friend so dear, not excepting myself, 
that 1 could not aee his faults. This 
ml? in part explain why my best 
friends are sometimes offended with 


me. 

Though It ui.ty not be altogether 
pleasant, it is, perhaps, well to be re- 
minded llllit 

'No task have we begun 
But other bauds <tan take, 
for when man realties bis weakness, It 
Is oftentimes the time of his snpremest 
strength. 

Many years ago, before I ever saw 
Ashland. 1 addressed our liume Sab- 
bath School lo these words : 'For more 
than ten years 1 havo been climbing, 
or rather trying to climb Ibe great bill. 
Science. At every terrace I spent 
much time iu seeking the proper road. 
I had uo one to tell me how to buld 
my ladder, so much needed for the 
steep places, and many were the mis- 
take! I made. 

Like Kdison, who attempted to read 
a large library, shelf by shelf, diction- 
aries, cyclopedias and everything iu Its 
order, I tried lo Seam anything, every- 
thing, it was such a pleasure merely to 
know. But now. Justaa I bad given 
up all hope, and was looking about for 
an easy descent, a new load is opened 
above me, and again 1 grasp my staff 
to mount the uneven way, with feet all 
unused of late to the uphill road. 

I should be pleased lo give a cheering 
word, but 11 Is my natuie to look at 
the dark side of the picture. How- 
ever, 1 would not discourage you who 
work faithfully; you cast your bretd 
upon the waters, it is the Best that yon 
cau do. It is no loss lo you, and you 
must keep heart, hoping to see a har- 
vest 'after many days.' It seems lo 
me It matters little where we work. 
God has need of all kinds of Instru- 
ments. ' We cannot dress stone with a 
razor, nor do we make mortises in 
wood with a siodb chisel. Some men 
are called to places of honor, which we 
could never fill, but shall wo envy 
them ? *>h, no 1 rather, work on faith- 
fully. We are surrounded by a cloud 
Of mist which obscures our vision, but 
'ljow beyond the orient meadows, 
Floats the golden fringe of day ; 
Heart to heart, we hide theslmduws 
Till the mis'* have cleared away. 1 
And then you may hope to see a 
great multitude coming up 'bringing 
their sheaves with them,' and then 
your long working mid waiting will be 
justified, and that will be the reward 
for your iabor, ir any re.waid is neces- 
sary, fur uiuu axe seldom Idle, and the 
consciousness that he Is doing right is 
more satisfying liia-i «reut wages earn- 
ed in the service of sin. 

It is useless to t"il for honor or fame. 
Young has emphasized this In such a 
manner that I can do no belter than 
quote : 
'Why all this toil for triumphs of an 

hour? 
What though we wade in wealth or 

soar in fame, 
Earth's highest station ends in— 'Here 

be lies.' 
And 'dust to dust' concludes her no- 
blest song.' 
But we must work ; all happiness 
gained in any other way is but dross. 
Mrs. Browning baa stated this very 
forcibly in\wrlting : 

•God says "Sweat 
For foreheads,' men say 'crowns,' and 

so we are crowned, — 
Ay, gashed bv some tormenting circle 

of steel, 
Which snaps with secret spring. Get 

work; get work. 
Be sure 'tie better than what you work 
to get.' 
And in Fesius we tlud : 
■We live In deeds, not years ; In thoughts 

not breaths — 
In feelings, uot in figures on a dial ; 
We should count life by heart-throbs. 

He most lives 
Who thinks Iho most, feels Die noblest, 
acts the best.' 
At the risk of becoming tedious I 
feel that 1 should refer to Dr. Holland 
on this subject. He says i 'Idleness Is 
the sepulchre of a living man. A man 
whose will refuses lo direct the vitality 
within him Into regular channels of ta- 
bor, who simply feeds and sleeps, or 
nurses bis passions and appetites, 
whose highest satisfaction comes from 
sense, is as good as dead and buried. 
Of what use [a such a man In the world 
to himself or others t If. be will not 
work be Is a burden upon society, even 
If he prey upon a pile of Inherited 
wealth. That wealth, if be were out 


my 


of the way, would para Into better 
hands; and the world haa need of It for 
Its workers. No man has » right to be 
Idle 1! he can net work to do, even tt be 
ts as rich as Croesus, simply beoaliae be 
cannot be an Idle man without injury 
to himself and society.' He destroys 
hi* own happiness, buries his powers 
of usefulness, and furnishes to the 
world a pestilent example ' 

And now, after these general re- 
marks, 1 would turn to the young men 
who are about to go out from among 
us, having completed a course, and 
ask them to make the application. 
Work, wait. hope. That Is about all, 
but a few thoughts might be added Id 
regard to caring for your bodies while 
you work. You should form the habit 
of systematic work. ' Huch valuable 
time is lost In a dallying Indecision aa 
to what shall he done. Aa before atat- 
ed, it ia much better to be at work, 
even if the work is not what you would 
choose, for idleness ia the hotbed of 
vice, and vice Is to be shunned as a 
stinging adder by all who seek a high 
standing iu the great army of tollers. 

And now, since 1 have spoken of 
vice, I would say that I feel that every 
worker Bhould be a I'robtbltlenist, in 
principle, at least, if not in politics. 
It will give him a record, and his pride 
will help blui In time of temptation, 
and I wish to say further that there 
are little vices that serve as stepping- 
stones to ttie great crime of drunken- 
ness. Shun the vury apiieerance of 
evil. President . li. It. Seerley, of the 
lown Slate Normal School writes : 
, 'Vice is the destroyer of youth. It 
is Ibe insidious serpent of evil that so 
enwraps the will as to get lis victim 
into such a condition that he will not 
try to escape. I know of no single 
vice that is the ally of enforced Ignor- 
ance and personal degradation to such 
an extent In youth as the nareotlo hab- 
it of tobacco using, it attacks the 
body, it etultilles and stupines the 
mind, It depraves the moral sensibil- 
ities. In my own field of iabor, I have 
no opposing force so difficult to with, 
stand. I sb« my loveliest and most 
promising boys dragged down from the 
heritage nature haa granted them and 
made unworthy of Ihe opportunities of 
the age. I have seen teachers, par- 
ents aud friends using every means in 
their power to reclaim a loved boy, and 
have i-een failure stamp every effort. 
At oilier times, I have seen what was 
supposed to be a reformation, but like 
'the dog that returns to bis vomit' or 
like 'the sow that ret urns to her wal- 
lowing iu the in ire.' so the boy once 
having learned to love the narcotic re- 
turns lo bow at the altar and offeis 
hlsdeviUloHiolhegod of a depraved 
appetite,' 

If these observations are true, If the 
body, the in ind and the character of 
the boys are thus affected by the use of 
tobacco, is there not grave responsibil- 
ity resting upon adults who are devot 
ed lo 'the weed,' and are the Ideals of 
manhood in the eyes of the boys of to- 
dnyr SlioBld not something lie done 
to save child-llfe from the pitfalls that 
commercial Interests are digging and 
that .e i ■■<■>! ia encouraging V Should 
not more be done Hum to Instruct by 
oral or text les.su us In the school V 
There Is no doubt in my mind that 
leucherB, |>areiita aud philanthropists 
have not yet been sufficiently aroused 
regarding the evil. In the crusade 
ngal' st alcohol, many forget that there 
are other evils thai are just as 
seriously, If more quietly, aapplog 
the strength and destroy mg the vigor 
of the youth of this generation. So- 
ciety makes quite a distinction be- 
tween alcoholic aud the tubaoco habit. 
Many of the most ardent prohibition- 
ists are amoug the most inveterate 
users of tobacco. The fact I hat lobac 
co dees not raise a. man's hand against 
his fellow, that its injury stops with 
the user lilmseir and with his own pos- 
lerliy, makes many persona oblivious 
lo u.i il, in Kins and evils. Yet ttie fivuL 
remains that of the two habile— the 
alcoholic and the tobacco— the latter is 
doing more evil to the youth of this 
fair state,' 

Now I have written more than I In- 
tended. The religious p-rt of the ad- 
dress I have purposely left for another, 
but 1 wish lo say further that 1 often 
grieve over the results of my toll, and 
no douht yon will often have the same, 
feeliug. 

I long to see the harvest coming In. 
I often feel, with the poet, that 

'My life ia like the prints, which feet 
Have left on Tampa's desert strand ; 
Si mi 1 1 as the r I slug tide shall beat, 
All trace will vanish from the sand; 
Yet, as if grieving to efface 
All vestige of the human race 
On that lone shore, loud moaua the sea. 
But mine, abtt ! will mourn for the.' 

Yet, I feel that I should be almost 
satisfied If I could truly say, of even 
two or three ; 


'Close above me as you pass. 
You will sav, 'How kind he was. 
You will sav. 'Bow true he was,' 
IV hen the grass grows over me.'
